Bntwhcn :tEi;udcn 
triigcdy occurs, liow eager the morbid 
curiosity in the horrible, ho.v keen tho 
interest in tiieviciini! But n fcw.wcofca 
ago in this he.-'.uliful city a womr.u be- 
came cruzeJ fro:n Blow starvatiuc.

But 
the unusual, tho terrible, tho sudden, 
violent protest—these arouse tho world. 
The rebels may bo blamed, abused, pun- 
ished, but the world is farced to think, 
to take a step forward in spita of itself. 
When tho people are shocked or rudely 
disturber], they will naturally seek to 
learn tho cause. Wheu their own avo- 
cations nro interfered wilh and their 
BCUSC of stability and security broken up, 
they will want to look into matters that 
havo brought this 
about. They aro 


forcctl to roali/.o tho conditions others 
live under, to remc-mbcT what justice is 
suiu that it is supuosed to bu the aim of 
all progressive, humanity. 


With every great strike, I firmly be- 


lieve, the standard of justice is raised 
and finds- ilrinei1 lodgment iu th1? hearts 
of the people. 
Capital finds something 


in its way which it must fear and re- 
spect. The unsuccessful strikes have 
had their victories; cucroachvneut-i of 
employing classes havo teen checked; 
even cue; of thoir dearly bought victories 
teaches them a proper constraint. Tho 
wholesome lessons, the agitation, tho 
experience, tho contest between forces 
accompanying" every great Htrike, ara 
wonderful factors in tlio mnrch of prog- 
rG3s:. Thtjy ai'o necessary to advancement, 
and not ono was ever a complete fail- 
ure.

"Froe American "Ls?jor." 


Peter Witt, a prominent labor man of 


Cleveland, did somo campaigniny dur- 
ing October. To a reporter of Tho Plain 
Dealer he said the. other day: 


"While I was in tho mining country 


I investigated, 113 far us I was able, tha 
condition of labor and found that if 
there is anywhere ou God's earth that 
men uced a littlo'protection' it is in tho 
iron country uf the northwest. The mou 
do not own their homes and are afraid to 
say tbat their souls aro their own. 
They 


cannot, or at least they think that they 
cauuot, safely. becomo affiliated with 
any labor organizations, for tho com- 
panies do not approve of them. As a ro- 
sult when their wuges are cut and they 
protest they ure without u cent of money 
and tho organization they form is so in- 
complete that it avails, them very littlo 
in their fight. 


"Onb particular instance impressed 


itself upou mo. Wo were in a little town 
on tho llarciuctto range, and the only 
place in which I could speak Was n hull 
belonging to the city. The mayor of tha 
town waa a miner and was employed 
underground by one of tho companies. 
Wo were refused thu use of tho hall by 
somebody, and we appealed to tho 
mayor. 
He camo to the surface in all 


tho dirt of_ tho mine, and we told him 
what wo wanted. 
He simply said: 


'Well, hoys, you see how I am fixed. I 
wotild like to give yon tho peruiissiou, 
but tlio permission of tho captain of tho 
mine must bo secured, as I must hang 
on to my job nud. the house my family 
lives in.' 
Tho men nro not well paid, 


considering tho high prices demanded 
for tho necessities of life, and thousands 
have been out of employment since 1893. 
For the sake- of these men I hopu for 
McKiuley prosperity." 


Tlie Corporation. 


A corporation has uo heart, it is eaid. 


Row should it havo one? Thero is uo 
pJaco in tho corporate body for such a 
needless orgr.u. So the old time relation 
of master aud mau, of employer and 
employees, a liviug, human relation, 
becomes the abstraction which we call 
tho relation of capital and Liber. Thus 
it comes to pass thac tha relation of the 
corporation to its employees becomes of- 
ten iuhnmau—that is, lacking in hu- 
manity. It was stated ou tho floor of 
tho United States senate, that in tho 
coupling of cars on our railways there 
is moro loss of life annually thau would 
toko plucc if the sarco number of men 
were engaged in war. The fictitious pcr- 
souality stands between each 
living 


heart and these suffering men. This 
artificial personality is partially demor- 
alized iu its veiy constitution. Morality 
goes with responsibility. The corporate 
personality gets rid of responsibility, 
and so tends to demoralize itself nnd its 
members. The tyranny of tho majority 
may become tho fi'iiud of the majority,_ 
and there is no redress. So this artifi- 
cial personality creates n shelter behind 
which wrong may shield itself. Yon 
cannot fix the responsibility for "any 
wrong. 
Tho company's dirty work is 


douL 
1, and nobody feels soiled. This arti- 


ficial personality Iimit3 the liabilities of 
its individual atoms, its inccryorating 
members. From these features it conies 
to pass that the natural restraints upon 
rapacity vliiuli hold over tho natural 
person fall away from tho corporation.

hallways or eveu in the open air with- 
ont uny serious inconvenience or dis- 
comfort.

It -\VnH of a, Illfrli Typ», nnd Iho TotfArt- 


Int Lived the Crcuil llo Preached. 


Concerning tlio greatest work of Wil- 


liam Morris, that which is destined to 
bo moat irnitf nl of result, a writer in 
tho fjonfiou Daily .News has this to say: I 


. His master craftsmanship was a, labored 
i 


revival of the old guild life of the mid- ; 
dlo ages and tho period immediately ; 
fallowing them. That life was nover j 
i-juch more than a golden aga.of fancy, j 
It bcgau to perish of tho internal decay 
of selfishness before it came of age. _£ut 
it was n very real thing, to fancy, aud 
to William Morris belongs tho stupen- 
dous credit of having rendered it in the 
terras and in the conditions of niue- 
leonth ci'iitriry fr.ct. Hn will livs by the 
memory of this groat and this success- 
ful experiment when even his books art. 
forgotten, and tiiin in itself is a presage 
of his immortality. En kept a shop, aud 
at tho same timo the factory with which 
ho supplied it was in ono of the lovelies'. 
pr'.L'ts of Surrey and recalls'.! thu sweetest 
associations of our English rural life. 
His workfihop was a transformed abbey. 


i His men were never sot to any task which 


they conld not learu to love-and take a 
pride in. fie was at cnco their master 
and their corurnde. They worked for 
rccsouablo hours, at good wages, in pure 
air. It wua his noble arnbitiou to make 
tho life of each of them a pooiu aud a 
song of praise. It was liia glory to have 
succeeded in it. There has been nothing 
akin to this in our industrial uniialy. 
llodel workshops and model labor, set- 
tlements abound. Tbo aauitary arrange- 
ments aro perfect. The reading room is 
well supplied with tho periodicals o£ 
tho day. Amiable aud clever persons 


{ take their turn in the delivery.of im- 


proving lectures illustrnf-Hl by lantern j 
slides. William Morris' fecal was some- 
thing wholly diltereut. He had sat at 
tho feet of Mr, Buskin, nud ho dreamed 
of u state iu which lalior was a wholly 
beautiful thing by its association with 
tho delights of art, for in the model fac- 
tory of ordinary sort many processes are 
carried on which are not, and perhaps 
cauuot bo, very stimulating 
to 
the 


icathctic scuse. William Morris thought 
that nothing was worth lisiug till it 
conld bo douc as n joy to tho doer, call- 
ing forth his best of every faculty. 
Iu 


one aspect Jiii place at Morton was n 
colossal kindergarten for adults. All 
was to bo wrought with intelligence 
and as a sort of csnlted pastime, with a 
passion for excclleuce iu relation to 
which wages were but the accident o f ' 
tho arrangement. 
Even to have failed 


in such an undertaking would havo been 
uo small honor. To havo succeeded, in 
it as he succeeded places him among 
,tho great industrial reformers. : Mr. 
Buskin had spoken the great word, and 
here was that word translated into 
grcrit deeds. 


Ho seemed to recognize uo limit to 


tho possibilities of his method'. 
Ho 


"took up" 
printing, and with him 


printing bceamo one of the fiuo arts. If 
ho was a littlo too slavishly wedded to 
certain conventions of style, his aim 
was none the less true, for they were 
beautiful in 
themselves, 
l^o single 


craftsman under him could complain 
that ho had uot his share of the stimu- 
lus of work to noble ends. Ho bcgau at 
tho beginning. Ho made t.he paper beau- 
tiful, and in strength nud fineness of 
testure the best of its kiud. 
Ha made 


tho typo beantifal. 
And it was only 


when these problems were solved that 
he made his colophons and his floreatod 
miu'gius to match. 
Then he called in 


the binder and required of him his 
daintiest devices in stamped vellum and 
in silken bauds for oluspiug cover to cov- 
er. Moreover, he chose only the dainti- 
est books to print—tha old editions with 
the fine flavor of chivalry, as of dried 
roso leaves, iu their proso or verse. For 
tho moderns it was au honor to bo print- 
ed by him aud a stamp of fame. 
Yon 


were set down in the rota. You waited 
your turn. 
Death has Htopped him, or 


whero would ho have stopped? Every 
craft he touched ho lifted into an art. 
It is conceivable that if he had possessed 
> 


the secret of eternal youth and energy he I 
would have transformed the whole Lou-1 


• dou directory. Such a man would have 


been capable of putting poetry into a 


["draper's shop. His socialism of tho plat- 


form was but thisseusecf beauty work- 
ing in a medium of economic theory. 
Ho thought nobly of tho mau as poor 
Malvolio thought nobly of the soul, aud 
the thought ol! a man brokeu aud foul 
and fit for no noble purpose saddened 
him as with thoseu.se of sordid tragedy. 
In socialism he was not so much a lead- 
er ns n spiritual influence. Ho had lived 
the creed rather thim expounded it, ant! 
in that sense of the phrase never has 
there bceu a "better socialist" thou the 
poet aud craftsman whose loss we ha/e 
to deplore torhiy.

Eutv.'hon UEuddsn 
tragedy ccears, bov: eager tho morbid 
cniicsity in the horrible, how koan t):o 
interest i:i tljoviclim! lint a low woeka 
a,no iu this b?aaiiful city n wornau bo- 
caruo cr:;z-?d from Slav; srarvatiou. She 
had lived aiaoa;1, h'.T neighbors, v.'nlkctl 
tho stren;.-, sat in her poverty stricken 
home for months, living on a crest a uay 
and sometimes noiliinr; but water, and 
110 ono hud especially heeded her. Some 
had wone;--red vaguely ho-.v the subsist- 
ed, aud felt ;\ paFsii^- pane: of pity ; that 
was all.

\Vhcu tho pecplu are shocked or rudely | 
difiturbed, they will naturally seek to 
learn tho caaso. When their own avo- 
catioua are interfered with and thoir 
tense of stability und security broken up, : 
thcj- will want to lock into matters that • 
have brought this 
about. 
They aro 


forced to realize (he conditions others 
live under, to remember what justice is 
and that it in supposed to bo tho aim of 
all progressive) humanity. 


With every great striko, I firmly bo- 


licve, the xtandurd of justice is raised 
and finds firmer lodgment in tho hearts 
of Iho people!. Capital finds something 
in ils way which it must fear'and re- 
spect. 
Tho unsuccessful strikes havo 


had thoir victories; encroachments of 
employing classes havo been checked; 
even one of (heir dcurjy bought victories 
teaches them u proper constraint. Tho 
wholesome lessons, the agitation, the 
experience, tho contest between .forces 
accompanying every great strike, aro 
wouderful factors iu tho march of prog- 
ress. They aro necessary to advancement, 
uucl not one was over a completo fail- 
ure.

Potor Witt, u prominent labor man o£ 


Cleveland, did some campaigning dur- 
ing October. To a reporter of The Plain 
Dealer ho said tho other day: 


"'While I was in tho mining cotmtry 


I investigated, as far as I was able, tho 
condition of lubor and found that if 
there is unywhcro on God's earth that 
men need u little 'protection' it is in the 
iron country of the northwcnt. Tho men 
do not own their homes and aro afraid to 
Bay that their wrals aro their own. They 
cannot, or at least they thick that they 
cuiinot, safely bocomo affiliated with 
any labor organizations, for tho com- 
panies do not approve of them. AD a. re- 
Knlt when their wages are cut and they 
protest they are without a cent of money 
und tha organization thoy form ie so in- 
complete that it avails them very little 
iu their fight. 


"Oue particular instance impressed 


itself upon me. Wo wore in a little towu 
on tho Warquctto range, and the only 
plnee in which I could speak was n hull 
belonging to the city. The mayor cf the 
town was a miner and was employed 
underground ty oue of tbo companies. 
Via were refused the usp of tho hall by 
somebody, and v;a appealed to the 
mayor. 
Ho carno to tho surface in nil 


tbo dirt of the mine, nud wo told him 
what wo wanted. 
He simply 
said: 


'Well, boys, you EOO how I am fised. I 
would like to give yon tho permission, 
but the permission of tho captain of tho 
mine must be secured, as I must hang 
on to my job and the honso my family 
lives in.' 
Tho meu are not well paid, 


considering the high prices demanded 
for tho necessities of .life, and thousands 
havobeenoutof employment since 1S1I3. 
For the sake of tbelio men I hope for 
McKinlcy prosperity." 


Tho Corporation. 


A corporation has no heart, it ia said. 


How should it have one? Thero is no 
place in tho corporate body for such a 
needless organ. So tho old time relation 
of master and man, of employer and 
employees, a living, human relation, 
becomes tho abstraction which we call 
tho relation of capital and labor. Thus 
it comes to pass that tbo relation of the 
corporation to its employees becomes of- 
ten inhuman—that is, lacking in hu- 
manity. It was stated ou tho Coor of 
tho United States senato that in the 
coupling of cars ou our railways thore 
is moro loss of life annually than would 
take place if the same number of men 
were engaged.in war. The fictitious per- 
sonality stands between each living 
heart and these suffering men. This 
artificial personality is partially demor- 
alized in its very constitution. Morality 
goes with responsibility. Th^ corporate 
personality gets rid of responsibility, 
and so tends to demoralize itself and its 
members. The tyranny of tho majority 
may become the fraud of tho majority, 
and. there is no redress. So this" artifi- 
cial personality creates a shelter behind 
which wrong may shield itself. Yon 
cannot fix the responsibility for nny 
wrong. Tiio company's dirty work is 
done, and nobody feels soiled. This arti- 
ficial personality limits tho liabilities of 
its individual atoms, its incorporating 
members. From theso features it comes 
to pass that; the natural restraints upon 
rapacity which hold over the natural 
pcrsou frill away from tho corporation. 
—K. Heber Newton.

WILLIAM MOEEIS' SOCIALISM. 


It Was of n Illsh TJTO, aud tlio Poet Art- 


iBt Lived tliu Crcod Ho Preached. 


Concerning tho greatest work of "Wil- 


liam ifcrris, that which is destined to 
bo most fruitful ,o"f .'result, a writer m 
tho London Daily News has this to say: 
His master craftsmanship was a labored 
revival of tho old goild ILfo of tho mid- 
dle ages and the period immediately 
following them. That life was never 
much more than a golden age.of fancy. 
It began to peripJi of the internal decay 
of selfishness hoforo it came of age. But 
it was a very real thing, to fane.y, and 
to William Morris belongs tho Etupen- 
dous credit cf having rendered it in the 
terms and :n tho conditions of nine- 
teenth century fact. Ho will livo by the 
memory of thin great und this success- 
ful experiment when ever, his books are 
forgotten, and this iu itself is a presage 
of his immortality. Ho kept a shop, and 
ut tho same tirno tho factory with which 
he supplied it was in ono of the loveliest 
p^rts of Surrey and recalled tho sweetest 
associations of our English rural life. 
His workshop was a transformed abbey, 
liis men were never sec to any tnsk which 
they could not learn to love and take a 
pride in. Ho was at once their master 
and thoir comrade. They worked for 
reasonable hours, at good wages, iu puro 
air. It was his iioblo ambition, to make 
the life- of'each of them u poem and a 
song of praise. It was hi.i glory to havo 
succeeded in it. There hag been nothing 
akin to this iu our industrial annals. 
Model workshops and model labor set- 
tlements abound. Tbo sanitary arrange- 
ments aro perfect. The reading room is 
well supplied with tho periodicals of 
tho day. Amiable and clever parsons 
take their turn in tho delivery of im- 
proving lectures illnstrnFfU by lantern 
slides. William Morris'^eal was some- 
thing wholly dillereut. Ho had sat at 
tho feet of Mr. Ruskin, and he dreamed 
of a ritato iu whicih labor was a wholly 
beautiful thing by its aesociation with 
tho delights of arc, for in the model fac- 
tory of ordinary sort many processes are 
carried ou which aro not, and perhaps 
cannot bo, very stimulating 
to 
the 


icsthetic sense. William Morris thought 
that nothing was worth aoing till it 
could bo done as a- joy to the doer, call- 
ing forth his best of every faculty. 
Iu 


one aspect his place at Morton was a 
colossal kindergarten for adults. All 
was to bo wrought with intelligence 
and as n sort of exalted pastime, with a 
passion for excellence iu relation to 
which wages were but tho accident of 
tho arrangement. Even to have failed 
in such an undertaking would havo been 
no small honor. To havo succeeded in 
it us he succeeded places him among 
tho great industrial reformers. 
Mr. 


Ruskiu had spoksu tho great word, and 
hero was that word translated into 
great deeds. 


Ho scorned to recognize 110 limit to 


tho possibilities of his method. 
He 


"took up" printing, and with him 
printing became one of tho fino arts. If 
ho was a littlo too slavishly wedded to 
certain conventions of style, his aim 
was none tho less truo, for thoy were 
beautiful in themselves. 
No single 


craftsman under him could complain 
that he had not his shore of the stimu- 
lus of work to noble ends. He began at 
the beginning. He made tho paper beau- 
tifal, and iu strength and fineness of 
texture the best of its kind. 
He"made 


the typo beautiful. 
And it was only 


when theso problems were solved that 
ho inado his colophons and his floreated 
margins to match. 
Thcu ho called in 


tho binder and required of him his 
daintiest devices in scamped vellum and 
iu silken bauds for clasping cover to cov- 
er. Moreover, he cho.se only tho dainti- 
est books to print—the old editions with 
tho fine flavor of chivalry, as of dried 
rose leaves, iu their prose or verse. For 
tbo moderns it was au honor to bo print- 
ed by him and a stamp of fame. 
You 


were sec down in the rota. You waited 
your turn. 
Death has stopped him, or 


where would ho have stopped? 
Every 


craft he touched ho lifted into an art. 
It is conceivable that if ho had possessed 
the secret cf eternal youth und energy lie 
would havo transformed the V7ho!e Lon- 
don directory. 
Such a man would have 


been capable of putting poetry into a 
draper's shop. His socialism of the plat- 
form was but this sense of beauty work- 
ing in a medium of cconomio theory. 
He thought nobly of the man as poor 
Malvolio thought nobly of the soul, and 
the thought of a man broken and foul 
and fit for no noble purpose saddened 
him as with tho sense of sordid tragedy. 
In socialism ho was not so much a lead- 
er.as a spiritual influence. He bad lived 
tho creed rather than expounded it, aud 
iu that scnso .of the phrase never haa 
there been a "better socialist" than the 
poet and craftsman whose loas we have 
to doploro today. 


Trades Unions Zu Switzerland. 


Workingmcn of • Switzerland have 


profited by the experience of their fellow 
workinpmen in other countries, aud 
since 1S&7 have paid more attention to 
tho organization of trades unions and 
iho attainment of tangible, practical re- 
sults than majy workingmen of more 
pretentious countries. Having been in- 
vited by the manager of the exposition 
held at Geneva, the Trades Union Bund 
secured statistics of the achievements 
of tho trades unions in the last eight 
years. They have found that ia 13 
trades there are 11,880 organized work- 
men ; that in seven years they have ex- 
pended for trade disputes, victimized 
members, traveling benefit, out of work 
benefit and sick benefit the sum of 200,- 
227 francs. 


In tho .samo term, out of a total of 


268 strikes, 170 were successful, 42 par- 
tially successful, 42 failed, and 6 not ac- 
counted fcr. There is a decided improve- 
ment in tho standard of living, nud tha 
^material benefits achieved have secured 
.greater political rights and recognition.

toru ships have been known to loom up 
against too sky nnd appear .as real vessels 
to persons who lived so far away from tho~ 
waters that they had never taken the trou- 
ble to visit tha eeacoasc, and who had 
never eocn a real ship.

Albatross can 
bo most easily caught in stormy weather, 
because that sort of weather keeps them 
from get.ting their regular supply oC food, 
and huugoL' overcomes tho timidity that Is 
EO Batumi to them.. In this sort of flailing 
.the. anglur. i:j;cs fat pork for. buld. 
The 


birds aro fished for with.a long liue. . 


Tiio UsluTinnn baits his hook und pays 


cut Hio Iluo with sulliclout celerity to keep 
the hook stationary ort the water. 
Soon, 


however, tho progress of the boat brings 
tho cord to.un ond. and the .pork .moves 
away as tho alhacrosa Is a«out -to take.lt. 
Thou tho huge, bird .-will- sit on tho water 
and watch tho boat for minutes ac a tlino, 
flnnllyrlsiug aud following It.

to grow os much as 300 feet Jong. It was 
first discovered uoc far from tho Alup.kon 
coupt, but bus slnco been found floating In 
viirloiiB parts of tho Paolflo ocenu along 
tho American end Asiatic- shores. This 
eoawooil grows in n very curious manner. 
Largo quantities of It are found at a Httlo 
distance from shore and at depths not ox- 
ccediug 1)00 feet. 
On loamy bottom largo 


thlckots-of this plnuttako loot, and a stem 
of tho thickness of ordinary cord grows 
upward. At Its top thoro \(, a pear alianed 
bulloon, whloh grows with tho stem, and. 
when ic reaches tho surface of the water It 
often measures 0 foot and ;noro in length, 
•with a dlnmetflr ol 4 leet 0 inches. This 
ballo-jn has, cf course, an upward tnud- 
ouoy, and keeps tho stem growing until it 
Ilont-e on iC:o surface of tho water. From 
tho top of this balloon n large tuft of 
strong, thick, Kpadoliko leaves grow out-., 
which originally aro not more than 2 feet 
long, and which growon^ split until from 
uho balloon a roscllke growth of from 60 
to (IB foot in dlnmotcr covers the water. 
This gigautio weed grows iu uuoh quanti- 
ties that near tho shore large m«udow]lke 
Islands tu'u formed, which Impodo naviga- 
tion.
